misplaced hi« keys Friday afternoon
.ad that whoever found them visited
the bank building that night. When
he opened bis office yesterday morn¬

ing ha found that the place bad
bsen ransacked and the officers of
tha bank also discovered yesterday
morning that someone had bees In
the bank during the night. Nothing
was micsing from either the bank or

tbe office as all money lr. both
places were deposited in the vault«.
No report of the mater waa made

to the police by the bank officials so

far aa could be learned last nlgbt. but
Mr. «ommerville told the officer«
that Ar-alstant Cashier Arthur Lee
tad tolo him that he would report
the matter to police headquarters and
and have an officer detailed to watch
the building.

Deserted by her husband and un

able to work for herself and little

child, Lucinda Bank«, a negro

woman, who lives at North Newport
News, 1« about to become a charge
u|>on this city unless the city of¬
ficials can Induce the county authori¬
ties to provide for the woman. This

they have refused to do thu« far.

Several day« ago the woman ap¬
peared at police headquarters and re¬

lated her story to Chief Mitchell. She
»aid that «he was unable to work
because of ill health and that her bus
band hau deserted her and her four-
year-old child. She said that she had
appealed to Chief of Police Madison
for aid and that he had told her to

go to Police Justice Brown.
Chief Mitchell explained to the

woman that she could not be admit¬
ted to the city almshouse because
«he lives in t.ic county and he call¬
ed Chief Madison by 'phone and re-.

ouested that he notify the overseer

Of the poor of the county about the'
woman. The Bloodfield chief has
taken no action and now the woman

1« begging on the city streets and
yesterday complaints about her were
made by residents in North End.

If the police arrest the woman they
must charge her with vargancy and
there will be nothing for Justice
Brown to do but commit her to the
almshouse. As the woman has lived
in tbe county and was deserted in
tha county, the chief think« that* the
county authorities should provide for.
her. |
The police recall that this Is not

the first time that the Warwick coun¬

ty authorities have tried to make
the city provide for poor and injured
people of the »»ounty. Only a few
months ago the county officers re¬

fused to furnish medical attention to,
a aallor, who was cut by two other
nailer» outside of the city limits and
(he city council had to pay a hospital
bill of $60 for the man.
